"Of course the companies might lmve 
gone Into I pool or a burenti, and the 
government would be sending out 
checks ofter proof, but the great desire 
now is to simplify the whole mntter. 

"In short, it is proposed to put the 
pension plan on n workman's compen- 
sation basis. Of course it Is up to 
congress, but I think it will go right 
through without a hitch. Mr. McAdoo 
stated what was wanted on behalf of 
the president, and the companies are 
willing to lend to the government their 
expert service, their statistics, etc. 
They have very recent statistics from 
Canada, where a great deal of Insur- 
ance Is carried. 

"The government and the representa- 
tives are In co-orieratlon to develop the 
simplest possible plan, such a one as 
is being carried out by big business 
through the workmen's compensation. 

"The workmen's compensation law 
interposes between the workmen and 
the hazards of labor. By this plan 
it is desired to Interpose between the 
soldier and the hazards of war. The 
plan when finally worked out may be 
varied, according to the condition of 
the family of a soldier. It might lie 
a matter of compensation by

"The principle of the work men's com- 
pensation is being recognized by the 
United States in this war. The gov- 
ernment says: 'We'll meet the MCSf> 
sary tax to compensate, and it will be 
a tux on the whole people. It will be 
just the same as if the pf oUlS Sa WtM 
in a bridge factory, a shoe factory or 
on a rsdiroftd. We'll tax ourselves. 
Here's u whole army going up against 
these hazards, and some must meet 
them. 

"Such acceptance of this principle 
amounts to a social evolution. It 
would be u victory to have it accept- 
ed without debate, and with this com- 
pensation principle granted anil accept- 
ed the ground is covered for this war. 
It will help volunteering, for the vol- 
unteers nearly all have dependents and 
the drafted have not. It simply shows 
what u great democrucy does for it- 
self in this emergency. 

"Such u system would supplement 
a soldier's per diem. His de|>endents 
would get his compensatory dumages. 
That Is why the government wuuts 
the plan crystallized In advunce. The 
plan will probably be uniform, with- 
out regard to previous occupation."

WHKN we i.m.i, our position In tbe 
front line trendies In Belgium 
we relieved the Twenty-sixth 
Canadian battalion Scouts from tbat 
organization cume back to tbe villages 
of Dlnkiebiiscb and ltciiiiinghelst to 
tell us bow glad they were to see us 
and to show us tbe way in. As we 
proceeded overland, before reaching 
the communication trenches at the 
front, tbese scouts paid us the hospita- 
ble attention due strangers— tbat Is, 
one of them, leading a platoon, would 
say: 

"Next M yards in machine gun 
range. Keep quiet, don't run and be 
ready to drop quick if you are warned." 

There was one scout to ouch Bt atO OS I , 
and wo followed him single lllc. most 
of the time along roads or well worn 
paths, but sometimes through thickets 
and rugged iields. Kvery now and then 
the scout would yell ut us to drop, 
and down we'd go on our stoma, hs, 
while away off in the distance we 
could hear the "put-put" of machine 
guns, the first sound of hostile tiring 
that had over reached our cars 

"It's all right," said the scout. 
"They buven't seen us or got track of 
us. They're Just tiring on suspicion." 

Nevertheless, when our various pla- 
toons bad all got into the front reserve 
trenches, at uliout two hours after mid- 
night, we learned that the first blood 
of our battalion had been spilled. Two 
men had been wounded, though neither 
fatally Our own stretcher bearers 
took our wounded buck to tbe field 
hospital at iJinkiebiiscb. The men of 
tbe Twenty-sixth battalion spent the 
rest of the night instructing us and 
then left us to hold tbe position. We 
were as nervous as a lot of cats, and 
It seemed to me that the Germans 
must certainly know that they could 
come over and wulk right through us.

have told ubout. nothing very alarming 
happened the lirst day ami night, and 
by that time we hud got steady on our 
Job.

Hanging on a string, at the ells.w of 
each sentry on the fire step wag a 
siren whistle or an empty shell case 
and a bit of Iron with which to ham- 
mer on It. This, whichever It might 
lie. was for the purpose of spreading 
the nlarm In case of a gas attack. 
Also we had sentries In "listening 
posts." at vorloua points from twenty 
to fifty yards out In "No Man's 
These men blackened tbei 
fore they went "over the top" and then 
lay In shell holes or iiutitral hollows. 
There was always two of them, a bay- 
onet man and a bomlier. From the 
listening post a wire ran back to tbe 
Are trench to be used In signaling. In 
the trench a man sut with this win- 
wrapped around his hand. (Hie puli 
meant "AH 0. K.." two pulls, "I'm 
coming In." three pulls. "Enemy In

With Us. 

sight," and four pulls. "Sound gas 
alarm." The tire step in a trench Is a 
shelf on which soldiers stand to look ; 
out and shoot between tbe sand bags 
on top. 

In a. bin ion lo these men. we had pa- | 
troll and scouts out in "No Man's 
Ijind" the greater part of the night, 
with orders to gain any information 
possible which might be of value to 
battalion, brigade, division or general 
headquarters. They reported on the 
condition of the Germans' barbed wire, | 
tlie location of machine guns nud otb- I 
er little things like that which might I 
be of interest lo some commanding 
officer twenty miles back. Also they 
were ordered to make every effort to 
capture uny of the enemy's scouts or 
patrols, so that we could get informa- 
tion from them. One of the interesting 
moments in this work came when a 
star shell caught you out in an open 
spot, if you moved you were gone. 
I've seen men stand on one foot for 
the thirty seconds during which a stur 
shell will bum. Then when scouts or 
patrols met In "No Man's IjiikI" they 
alwuys had to light it out with bayo- 
nets. One single shot would be tbe 
slgmil for artillery Are and would 
mean the almost Instant annihilation 
of the men on both sides of the tight 
I'nder the necessities of this war many 
of our men have been killed by our 
own shell lire. 

The Daylight Hour. 

At u little baton daybreak BUM 
"-taii.l-to." when everybody got but- 
loiiisl up and ready for business be- 
cause at that hour most attacks l.og'n. 
and also that was the regular time for 

a d f "morning and evening hate."

Vim could 
always hear the "heavy stur' coming, 
and we paid little attention to it, as it 
was MM] in clloils to n nh the hut- 
tlftal back of our lilies.

Moat of 
the soldiers' legs are scarred to the 

luces with biles. 

The one thing of which we constant- 
ly lived hi fear was a gns attack. I 
im iI to w ake in Hie middle of the night 
in n cold sweet dreaming Hint I heard 
the clntter nnd whistle blowing all 
SMs% the line which meant that the 
gas was coining. And dually I really 
did hear the terrifying sound. Just at 
a moment w hen it couldn't MVk sound 
»<l worse. I was In charge of the daily 
ration detail, sent hack about ten miles 
to the point of nearest npproii. h of the 
transport lorries to carry In rations, 
Ammunition and sand bugs to the front 
1MB lies. We had a lot of trouble re- 
turning with our loads. Fussing a 
point which was called Shrapnel Cor- 
ner, liecause the Germans hud precise 
range of It, we were caught In ma 
chine gun tire and had to lie on our 
stomachs for twenty minutes, during 
which we lost one man. wounded. I 
sent him bnck and went on with my 
party, only to run Into another machine 
gun shower a half mile farther on 
While we were lying down to escape 
this a concealed British battery of 
five Inch guns, about which we knew 
u. .tiling, opened up right over our 
heads. It shook us up and scared us so 
that some of our party were now worse 
off than the man who had been hit and 
carried to the rear. We finally got to. 
getber and went on. When we were 
about a mile behind the reserve trench, 
stumbling in the dark through tbe last 
aid most dangerous path overland, we 
beard a lone siren whistle, followed by 
a wave of metallic hammering and wild 
tooting which seemed to spread over 
all of Belgium a mile ahead of us. All 
any of us could say was: 

"Ga»!" 

All you could see In the dark was a 

collection of white and 
faces. Every trembling 
awkward as a thumb as we got out our 
gas masks and helmets and put them 
on. following directions as nearly as 
we could. I ordered the men to sit 
still nnd sent two forward lo notify 
me from headquarters when the gas 
alarm was over. They lost their way 
and were not found for two days. We 
sat there for an hour, and then I ven- 
tured to take my mask off. As uotblng 
happened. I ordered tbe men to do tbe 
same. When we got into the trenches 
with our packs we found that the gas 
alarm had been one of Fritz's Jokes. 
The first sirens had been sounded in 
tbe German lines, and there hadn't 
Seen any gas. 

Our men evened things up with the 
Germans, however, the next night. 
Some of our scouts crawled clear up 
to the German barbed wire, ten yards 
in front of tbe enemy fire trench, tied 
empty Jam tills to t lie barricade and 
then, after attaching small telephone 
wires to the barbed strands, crawled 

I ack to our trenches. When they start- 
ed pulling tbe telephone wires the 
empty tins nuide a clatter right under 
Fritz's nose. Immediately the Germans 
..pencil up Willi all their machine gun 
and rifle tire, began bombing the spot 
tan which the noise came and sent 
Up "S O 8" signals for artillery fire 
along a mile of their line. They tired 
a $10,<ino salute and lost a night's sleep 
over the noise made by the discarded 
containers of 5 shillings' worth of Jam. 
It wus u good tonic for the Tommies. 

The Prince of Wales. 

A few days after this a very young 
officer passed me in a trench while 1 
wus sitting on a fire step writing a 
letter. 1 noticed that he had the red 
tubs of a staff officer on his uniform, 
but I paid no more attention to him 

I I an that. No compliments, such as 
salutes to officers, are paid In the 
trenches. After he had passed one of 
the men asked me If I dldu't know 
who he wus. I suid I didn't 

"Why. you d fool." he said, "that's 

the Trince of Wales:" 

When the little prince came back 1 
stood to salute him. He returned the 
sulute with a grave smile und passed 
on. He was quite alone, and 1 was 
told uflerwurd that he made these 
trips through the trenches just to show 
the men Hint he did not consider him 
self bettor than any other soldier. The 
heir of Kngl.iiid wus eertutnly taking 
nearly the same diunce of losing bis 
Inheritance that we were. 

After we had been on the front line 
tif'een days we received orders to 
make a iKimbing raid. Sixty volun- 
teers were usked for. and the whole 



rear lor ■ week's Instruction practice. 
Having only a slight Idea of what we 

were going t,t try to do. we felt very 
Jolly about M:e whole enterprise start- 
ing off Wp were camiied In an old 
turn, with several special Instruction 
officers In charge. We had oral In- 
struction the first day. while sappers 
dug and built an exact duplicnte of tbe 
section of the German trenches which 
we were to raid that Is. It was exact 
except for a few details Certain 
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lion were dug simply to fool the Ger 
man aviators. If a photograph taken 
lo German headquarters had 
an exact duplicate of a German 
section suspicion might have 
been aroused and our plans revealed 
We' were constantly warned about the 
skeleton trenches and told to rcmem- 
l>er that they did not exist In the Ger- 
man section where we were to operate 
Meanwhile our practice section was 
changed a Mule several times, because 
aerial photographs showed that tbe 
Germans bad been renovating and 
making some additions to the trenches 
In which we were to have our frolic 
with tbem. 

We had oral instruction, mostly dur- 
ing the day, because we didn't dare let 
tbe German aviators see us practicing 
a bomb raid. All night long, sometimes 
until 2 or 3 o'clock in tbe morning, we 
rehearsed that raid. Just •■ carefully 
a« a company of star actors would re- 
hearse a play. At first there was a dis- 
position to have sport out of it 

"Well." some chap would »ay, roll- 
ing into the hay all tired out, "I got 
killed elx times tonight S'pose It'll 
be eight times tomorrow night." 

One man Insisted that he had dlscov- 
ered In one of our aerial photographs 
a German burying money, and be care- 
fully examined each new picture, so 
that he cou'.d be sure of finding the 
dough and digging It up. The grave 

however, the exhaustive care with 
which we were drilled and. more than 
all, the approach of the time when we 
were to "go over the top" drove all 
■port out of our minds, and 1 can say 
for myself that the very thought of 
the undertaking as tbe fatal night 
drew near sent shivers up and down 
my spine. 

A bombing raid, something originat- 
ed In warfare by the Canadians, is not 
Intended for the purpose of holding 
ground, but to gain information, to do 
as much damage as possible and to 
keep tbe enemy in a state of nervous- 
ness. In this particular raid the chief 
object was to gain information. Our 
high command wanted to know what 
troops were opposite us and what 
troops had been there. We were ex- 
pected to get this Information from 
prisoners and from buttons and paper-, 
off of the Germans we might kill It 
was believed that troops were being

In civilized war a prisoner can be 
compelled to tell only his name, rank 
und religiou. But this is not a civilized 
war, and there are ways of making 
prisoners talk. Oue of the most ef- 
fective ways— quite humane — is to til 
a prisoner fust, lieud and foot, ami 
then tickle bis bare feet w ith rt feather. 
More severe measures ha VI frequently 
been used— the water cure, lor In- 
stance—hut I'm bound to say that 
nearly all the German prisoners 1 saw 
were quite loquacious and willing to 
talk, und the ucciiriicy of their Infor- 
mation, when later continued by raids, 
was surprising The Iron discipline 
which turns thcin into mere children 
in the pMMMI of their officers seemed 
to make tliem subservient und obedient 
to the ollici r- who commanded us. I 
mean, of course, the privates. In this 
way the system worked against the 
fatherland.

We never tried to get information from 
them, for we knew they would He. hap- 
pily and very Intelligently-well in- 
structed iu tbe art 

At last came the ulgbt when we were 
to go "over tbe top." across No Man's 
Land, ami have a frolic with Fritz iu 
his own happy home. 1 tun endeavor- 
ing lo bo as accurate and truthful us 
possible In these stories of my soldier- 
ing, and 1 am therefore compelled to 
say that there wusn't u mun iu the 
sixty who didn't show the struin In his 
pallor und nervousness Under orders, 
we discarded our trench helmets und 
sabltatotod knitted skullcaps or empty 
mess tins. Then we blackened our 
bands and faces with ashes from a 
amp llri'' so as to avoid liciug seen us 
long as p. ssilde. After this they load- 
ed us I in ■ • motor trucks und took us up 
to "Shrapnel Corner," from which 
point we went in ou foot.

The Bomb Raid. 

The point we were to attack bad been 
•elected long before by our scouts. It 
was not, as you might suppose, the 
weakest point in the German line. It 
was. on the contrary, the strongest It 
was considered that tbe moral effect of 
cleaning up a weak point would be 
comparatively small, whereas to break 
In at the strongest point would be 
really worth while. And if 
to take a chance it really 
t pay to hesitate about degrees. 
The section we were to raid had a 
frontage of 150 yards and a depth of 
200 yards. It bad been explained to us 
that we were to be supported by a 
"box barrage," or curtain fire, from 
our artillery to last exactly twenty-six 
minutes— that is, for twenty-six min- 
utes from the time when we started 
"over tbe top" our artillery, several 
miles back, would drop a "curtain" of 
•bells all around the edges of that 150 
yard by 200 yard section. We were to 
have fifteen minutes in which to do 
our work. Any man not out at tbe 
end of tbe fifteen minutes would neces. 
•arily be caught In our own fire, as our 
artillery would then change from a 
t*box" to pour a straight curtain fire 
covering all of tbe spot of our opera- 
tions. 

Our officers set their watches very 
carefully with those of the artillery of- 
ficers before we went forward to the 
front trenches. We reached the front 
at 11 p. ni.. and not until our arrival 
there were we Informed of the "zero 
hour"-the time when the attack was 
to be made. The hour of 12:10 had 
been selected. The waiting from 11 
o'clock until that time was simply an 
agony. Some of our men sat stupid 
and Inert Others kept talking con- 
stantly about the most inconsequential 
mutters. One man undertook to tell a 
funny story. No one listened to it. and 
the laugh ut the end wus emaciated 
and ghastly. The Inaction wus driving 
us all Into a state of funk. I could nc«, 
t (Hilly feel my nerve oozing out at my 
linger lips, and if we bad hud to wuit 
fifteen minutes longer I wouldn't have 
been able to climb out of the trench. 

About half un hour before we were 
to go over every man hud his eye up 
the trench, for we know "the rummies" 
were coming that way. The rum gang 
serves out a stiff shot of Jamaica Just 
before an attack, and It would be a 
real test of temperance to see a man 
refuse. There were no prohibitionists 
In our set. Whether or not we got our 
full ration depended on whether the 
sergeant In charge was drunk or sober. 
After the shot began to work one man 
next me pounded my leg and hollered 
in my ear: 

"I say! why all this red tape? Let's 
go over now." 

Tbat noggin of rum is a life saver. 

When the hour approached for us to 
start the artillery fire was so heavy 
tbat orders had to be shouted into ears 
from man to man. The bombardment 
was, of course, aloug a couple of mile, 
of front so that the Germans would not 
know where to expect us. At 12 o'clock 
exactly they begun pulling down a see.

THE regulations which will guide 
the local boards In deciding who 
will be exempt and who will not 
after the names have been drawn for 
the draft have been very comprehen- 
sively laid down by President Wilson. 
Only (!2. r >,00() men are to be called— an 
army of 500,000 nnd 12:i,0O0 reserves— 
but army officers argue that the addi- 
tional men should know in advance of 
the likelihood of summons to service. 
After the selection has been made the 
men will probably be called to the col- 
3rs Sept. 1. 

The regulations Issued prescribe more 
speedy Mfprk than had been expected. 
Three days are allowed to the local 
boards to make up their lists, ten days 
i nnd ten days 
to exemption. 

Call Not by Alphabet. 

Those on the registration lists are 
not to be called alphabetically, but seri- 
ally. The cards turned over to the lo- 
cal boards are numbered consecutively 
as received. Within three days after 
this has been done notices are to be 
mailed to the first third of the '1st re- 
quiring them to report for physical ex- 
amination on the morning of the fifth 
day following, for the second third to 
report on the sixth day and for those 
remaining to report on the seventh day. 

To make it possible to examine the 
numlier of men who will appear in 
such populous communities as Xew 
York, for example, one examining 
physician in addition to the one who 
belongs to the local board is to be 
named if the number to l>e examined 
on any one day shull exceed eighty, 
two if the numlKT exceeds 120, with 
others in like ratio. One member of 
the board other than the medical mem- 
ber must he present at each examina- 
tion, and no memlier or physician may 
serve where the person to be examined 
is of nearer kin to him by blood or 
marriage than second cousin. 

A registered man who may be ab- 
sent from hia home area on the day be 
was notified to appear must make ap- 
plication, "supported by satisfactory 
proof," for examination before anoth- 
er board. If u registered man is ill he 
must give proof of this, one affidavit 
at least coming from a licensed physi- 
cian, and in such cases the local board 
may require examination by one of ita 
own physicians. Those who do not 
furnish such pi-oof within ten days are 
to "he recorded as physically qualified." 

Classes of Exemptions. 

regulations tell the

These claims must 
be made in the form of affidavits or 
such other evidence us may be requir- 
ed by the local hoards within ten days 
after the physical examinations 

Officers wlio may claim exemption 
are defined as Including "any legisla- 
tive, executive or Judicial officer." 
These must name and describe the 
offices they hold, the dates on which 
they were elected or appointed and 
when their terms of office expire. 

Ministers who may claim exemption 
must he "duly ordained" or "regular." 
They muat file affidavits "giving the 
name of church, religious sect or or- 
fahlzntlon" In which they huve been 
■Halloa" or to which they belong, giv- 
ing the dates of their ordination or the 
beginning of thoir ministry. Koch affi-

"Is a per- 
son who has been ordained in accord- 
ance with the eeremonla I, ritual or dis- 
cipline of a church, religious sect or 
organization established on the basis 
of a community of faith and belief, 
doctrines and practices of a religious 
character, to preach and to tench the 
doctrines of such church, sect or or- 
ganization and to ndniluister the rites 
and ceremonies thereof In public wor- 
ship, and who ns his regular and cus- 
tomary vocation preat lies nnd teaches 
the principles of religion and ndm. uls- 
ters the ordinances of public worship 
as embodied In the creed or principles 
of audi church, sect or organization." 

Preachers Not Ordained. 

A regular minister Is one who "as 
his customnry vocation preaches and 
tenches the principles of religion of a 
church, sect or organization of which 
be is n member without having been 
duly ordained as a minister of religion 
and who Is recognized by such church, 
sect or organization as a regular min- 
ister." Neither of these classes Include 
those who "Irregularly or lncldentnlly 
prench and teach." Students of divin- 
ity to claim exemption must have Iceen 
enrolled in n recognized theological or 
divinity school on May 18 last and must 
present supporting affidavits by the 
president, dean or bend of the school. 

in the military or naval 
of the United States" embraces 
those within the clnsses defined at the 
time of the registration. Germans and 
"all other resident aliens who have 
not taken out their first papers" come 
within the mnndutory rules of exemp- 
tion. As to the foimer It Is added: 

"No subject of Germany residing in 
the United States, whether he has tak- 
en out his first papers or not, will be 
accepted for service. When in the 
ophiion of a local board any person 
called for service is a subject of Ger- 
many, whether be has or has not de- 
clared his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States or whether 
he or some other person in respect of 
him has or has not filed a claim of ex- 
emption, be shall lie exempted nnd n 
certiflcnte of exemption issued to him." 

Not nil exemptions allowed by the 
local boards will be absolute. "No ex- 
emption shall continue when a cause 
therefor no longer exists." the regula- 
tions declare, mid when the enuse 
ceases the certificate Is to be revoked. 
The provost marshal general is em- 
powered to name representatives, who 
may take appeals from the loc al boards 
to the district boards, which ure to sit 
In Xew York city and In each federal 
judicial district. Appeals from dis- 
trict boards may be taken to the pres- 
ident, and individuals have the same 
right of appeal that the provost mar- 
shal general has. 

Subject to Discharge. 

This right of appeal covers dis- 
charges us well as exemptions. Dis- 
charges must be applied for within 
seven days after notice to appear for 
examination has been mailed. The 
classes who may obtain discharges in- 
clude custom house clerks, persons em- 
ployed In the transmission of the 
malls, artificers and workmen employ- 
ed In the armories, arsenals and navy 
yards of the United States, persons 
employed in the service of the United 
States designated by the president to 
lie exempted, pilots, mariners actually 
employed in the sea service of any 
citizen or merchant within the country. 

With the exception of pilots, who 
must have affidavits from the collector 
or deputy collector of the i>ort from 
which they regularly sail all these

W hen neither the wife nor the hus- 
band makes the application n may be 
made by some one "personally well ac- 
quainted with such husband and his 
wife, child or children." who has "per- 
sonally made an Investigation of the 
sourc es of Income of the wife." The 
person filing met an application must 
present therewith the marringe certifi- 
cate or a certified copy of It, or submit 
the nffidavits of two persons who were 
present when the marriage took plac e. 

Similar procedure must lie followed 
In the case of "nny son of a widow de- 
pendent upon his labor for support," 
and In the case of the "son of uged 
or infirm parent or parents dependent, 
upon Ids labor for support," for the 
"father of a motherless child or chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age de- 
pendent upon his labor for support" 
and for the "brother of a -MU\ or chil- 
dren under sixteen years of nge who 
tins (havei neither father nor mother 
nnd Is care) dependent niton his lubor." 

What Labor Is. 

"Lnbor" Is defined In this way: 

"For the purpose of these rules and 
regulations 'labor' shull be construed 
to mean lustily or mental exertion. It 
may In- either physieul or Intellectual; 
It muy be professional, mechanical, 
commercial, clerical or agricultural, 
and encb of these forms of labor may 
exist under modifications or In com- 
bination with each other. The means 
for the support of the dependent or de- 
pendents must be produced by this la- 
bor, whatever Its character, it need 
not be wholly produced from It, but it 
must he mainly so. A dependent re- 
ceiving support from a person whose 
income Is derived from dividends or 
rents cannot be said to be dependent 
upon his lubor, but if that income were 
entirely the fruit of professional or 
physical toll then such person would 
lie dependent upon his labor. 

"For the purpose of these rules and 
regulations," It is added, "by the term 
•aged or Infirm' parent or parents Is 
meant those persons who from old age 
and infirmity are disabled from earn 
Ing the means of supporting them- 
selves and who by reason of such age 
or infirmity have become dependent for 
the means of support SSJMSI the person 
In respect of whom the claim is made. 

"If any person claiming exemption or 
discharge shall tile affidavits in support 
thereof, one such affidavit should con- 
tain tin' statement that be binds him- 
self to report at once in [ ur iBB to the 
local board by which he was called and 
notify It whenever the conditions enti- 
tling him to exemption or discharge 
cense to exist." 

Conscientious objectors must, within 
tell days nfter tiling their claims, pre- 
sent affidavits setting forth: 

That the applicant "is u member In 
good faith and In good standing of u 
well recognized religious s.vt or organ- 
ization t giving the name thereof) or- 
Kiinlzcd and existing May is, 1017, nnd 
whose then existing creed or principles 
forbid Its members to pnrticl|ia!c in 
wur In any form, and that the religious 
convictions are against war or partici- 
pation therein, in accordance with the 
principles of snid organization." 

Must Support Contention. 

This must be supported by an affida- 
vit from the clerk or minister of the 
organization, and "in case any such 
|H>rson substantiates In the opinion of 
the local bourd his claim, such local 
hoard shall Issue a certificate stating 
that such B«fM« sliall not be required 
or conqielled to serve In any caimclty 
except in somo cii|iucity declared by the 
president to be noncombutant." 

"Those found to be morally deficient" 
•re to he discharged "upon presenta- 
tion by uny person to the locul board 
by which he was drawn for service of 
a certificate of the clerk of uny court 
of record hi the United States show- 
ing that the record of such court dis- 
closures that such person was at a time 
stated convicted of felony and sen- 
tenced in such court." 

The district bourds provided for are 
to h| vu reviewing powers for the Bttttt 
part. They will, however, have orig 
trial authority In the matter of "all 
questions or claims for Including or 
excluding or discharging persons uris 
lug under the following provisions of 
the act of congress authorizing the 
president to exc lude or discharge 'per 
sons engaged in Industries, including 
ugrleiilturc. found to be necessury to 
the maintenance of the military estab- 
llshnient or the effective operation of 
the nillltury forces or the maintenance 
of national Interest during the Statf

Only Men ef Iron Nsrvet and 
Decision Can Work Them. 

"It calls for men of iron nerves and 
quick derision to man our submarines 
either In pence or war." writes Frank 
E. Evans iu St. Nicholas. "Subma- 
rine experts look upon the factor of 
nerves as the most Important of all, 
and they have given to It the title of 
calculation. 

"Within the cramped walls that are 
the home of the crew are boused the 
most intricate mechanisms that man 
has invented for warfare- Outside its 
steel wulls are mines, great nets of 
wire, explosives, shells and seaplanes, 
nil devised for its destruction, and tho 
sharp keels of ships that slice through 
them ns n knife cuts cheese. The 
smallest shell cun penetrate them, and 
nets can hold the submurlne as help- 
less as a child in the grasp of a giant.
